progress was being made on nc- 
g'oatiations between the

and the four striking brotherhoods. 
The telegrams went to chief ex- 


ecutives of -Illinois, T e n n e ssee, 
Louisiana, Mississippi, 
Arkansas, 


Oklahoma, 
Kansas, 
Nebraska, 
Colorado and Texas. 


Invitations also were sent to Guy 
A. Thompson, Mb— Pac trustee,

erators and motors in the building. 


2. A gunfire flareup at Jasper, 


Ala., reportedly resulted 
in 
the 


death of one miner and the seri- 
ous wounding of another. The sher- 
iff there said he could not confirm 
the death, however. 
3. Governor William M. Tuck de- 
clared a stale of emergency 
in

Washington, Sept. 28 — (/P) — A 


senate-house committee approved 
a $5,809,890,000 foreign aid pro- 
gram today, 


The vote was a victory for the 
senate's economy plan for Euro- 
pean recovery 


In the final voting the 
house 
members approved 
the senate's 


figure of $3,778,380,000 to carry the 
Marshall plan program until June 
30, 1950. 


An early report had said the con- 


ferees were in tentative agreement 
on a $200,000,000 boost in European 
aid above the senate figure. But in 
the final ballot the house members 
dropped their fight for an 
in- 
crease. 


The measure is expected to "gel 


quick approval in both houses and 
go to the White House within a few 
days.

Russia Scraps 
Treaty With 
Tito Regime 


London, Sept. 29 — (&) — Soviet 


Russia scrapped 
her 
friendship 
treaty with Yugoslavia today, de- 
claring that P r e m i cr 
Marshal 
Tito's regime has lined up 
with 


'foreign imperialist circles." 
The decision ending the alliance 


signed in 1945 was disclosed in 
a Soviet note to Yugoslavia. It was 
broadcast by Moscow radio. 


The note declared the Budapest 
treason trial of former Hungarian 
Foreign Minister Laszlo Rajk, sen- 
tenced to death Saturday, disclosed 
Yugoslavia had been carrying on 
hostile activity against the Soviet 
union. 


Rajk was accused specifically of 
plotting with Yugoslav and Ameri- 
can agents to overthrow the Mos- 
cow-backed 
Communist 
govern- 


ment in Hungary. Marshal 
Tito 


lenouncccl the trial as a Russian 
propoaganda move aimed at weak- 
ining his Yugoslav regime. 


The Russian 
action, 
was 
the 
iharpest diplomatic slat at Yugo- 
lavia since the Moscow-led Com- 
nform (Communist 
International 
nformation Bureau) expelled the 
Yugoslavs iu June, 1948. 


Since that time Russia and her 
eastern European satellites 
have 


clamped an economic boycott on 
Yugoslavia. 


Marshal Tito on 
Tuesday 
ac- 


used Russia of rattling the saber 
and digging trenches in these satel- 
ite countries along the Yugoslav 


aorder in an attempt to intimidate 
his country. 


There was immediate 
specula- 
tion here, that other communist na- 
tions may follow Russia's lead" and 
sever formal ties' wilh the Yugo- 
slavs, 


Yugoslavia has friendship 
arid 


mutual aid treaties > with Albania, 
B u 1 g a Ha, Chechoslovakia, Hun- 
gary, Poland and Romania. 


As a result of the Budapest trial, 
Hungary expelled 
10 Hungarian 
diplomats from Budapest and Tito 
retaliated by expelling nine Yugo- 
slav legation attaches from Bel- 
grade. 


"In the course of the trial," the 


Soviet note 
to 
Yugoslavia 
de- 
clared, "it was revealed that the 
Yugoslav government has already 
.or a long time been carrying on 
profoundly hostile disruptive activ- 
ity against the Soviet union, hypo- 
critically masked by mendacious 
assurances of 'friendship' for the 
Soviet union."

Cabinet members, heads of de- 
partments and agencies and party 
leaders will be on hand tr> cele- 
brate Boyle's elevation to the key 
Democratic position. 


Vice President Barkley also is 
scheduled to attend. He arrived in 
St. Louis yesterday by commer- 
cial airliner. 


While Mr. Truman has indicated 
he will play "hands-off" on the 
Democratic nrimary races for the 
senate and the house, he has said 
he intends to maintain an active 
role in the campaign to elect mem- 
bers of the party to congress.

and his party, to unseat Senator 
Donnell (R-Mo).

'Wet' Problem 
Despite Vote 


Oklahoma City, Sept. 28 (/P).—A 
flurry of unsettled liquor questions 
turned up today in the wake of 
Tuesday's vote to keep Oklahoma 
constitutionally dry. 
Principal among them is what to 


do with thousands of 
cases 
of 
whisky now stored in county court- 
houses and police stations. 
The confiscated liquor cannot be 
destroyed as in Ihe past because a 
new state law directs it be sold out 
side the state. Local officials can't 
sell it yet, however, because 
the 


law is now being tested in district 
court at Ardmore. 


Another question before the state 
is a previous warning by drys that 
3.2 percent beer is their next tar- 
get. 


In addition, the special session 


of the state legislature in Novem- 
ber will probably turn up consider- 
able pressure for more 
stringent 
prohibition laws. 


Storage of liquor is becoming a 
serious problem in many counties 
A number of sheriffs had 
largo 
quantities in vaults before the leg- 
islature passed the law permitting 
Us sale outside the state. 


Since then they have not bceen 
able to1 destroy or sell any because 
of the court 
test. 
Confiscations 
since then have added even more 
liquor to that already 
in county 
vaults.
